MacArthur 
himself was ordered lout of 
the islands In March by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and left for 
Darwin, Australia. 

The situation became des- 
perate In April i when ithe; 
American, and Filipino troops 
started to run out of f<Mi, 
ammunition and medical sup- 
plies. They ! had no i planes 
and little artillery. The army 
was ragged and infested with 
dysentery, lice, malaria; jaun- 
dice and low on morale and 
steep; 

The ' Japanese attacked as 
many j times' as .four a day- 
coming across the open fields 
in screaming hrirdfes," throw- 
ing j|he^w|vJMt^(.l!r!^'(9nio. 
barbed wire in front of the 
■AiWerlcan trenches stretched 
from Mount ■ Mare vetes- to the 
sea; these human sea at- 
tacks continued, for weeks 
white Walnwrlght's troops 
used up their ammunition on 
them. The Japanese cohoihg 
in the first waves were' not 
even, given rifles since they 
were, merely expected to 
breach the lines of defense 
with their bodies. 

While Bataan was taking 
this constant hammerings Cor 
regidor was. being re-inforced 
for a. last ditch stand by Wain- 
wrlght who kept slipping 
troops over to the little moun- 
tainous island at the end of 
the peninsula. Three thous- 
and soldiers made their way 
to the island fortress before 
Bataan's surrender. 

Meanwhile, back. home. In 
the United States, the govern- 
ment could do nothing to aid 
the remote army or what was 
even being called at that tlme t 
"the lost army" on the Philip- 
pine front. The Navy was 
still shattered after the Peart 
Harbor attack. There were 
no planes or army reserves 
to send. President Roose- 
velt knew that the Philippine 
army was "buying time*' and 
that nothing could be done for 
them. 

On April 8, 1942, the Amer- 
ican army on Bataan surren- 
dered. To be expected, the 
Japanese forced the prisoners 
to march several hundred 
miles up the length of Luzon 
in the infamous "death 
march," which took the Uvea 
of thousands, The Japanese 
cruelly tortured, beat, bay- 
onetted and starved the 
marchers until their rank* 
were reduced to a staggering, 
unthinking mass. 

With grim determination 
the remainder of Waln- 
wrlght's troops held on at 
Cor regidor for another 
month. They holed them- 
selves up in the tunnels and 
caves of the Island and with- 
stood terrific bombardments 
from the Japanese-occupied 
mainland. 

Capitulation came on May 
0, when Wainwrlght, embit- 
tered and sorrowful, handed 
over the island and its half* 
dead defenders. 

The last message from Cor- 
regidor came front a Brooklyn 
radio operator, who sat In one 
of the communication tunnels 
and waited for the Japanese 
to enter. "They are making

URBANA— Spring weather! 
puts many homemakers in a 
home-freshening mood. , -> 

Sue Herndon, University, of 
Illinois home economist,- sug- 
gests that nomemakers take 
advantage -of this mood to 
check their home lighting 
practices. They may need 
some revamping to provide 
for family needs and activi- 
ties. 

To help- you determine 
whether your lighting prac- 
tices are sound. Miss Herndon 
gives tills check-list: 

How many different types 
of lighting do you need? 

.That depends on your fam- 
ily. However, authorities 
say that a home may need at 
least four types of lighting. 
These are room-wide, task, 
perimeter and accent., Task 
lighting gives light for spe- 
cific jobs where you need it 
m o st . Perimeter lighting 
brightens the walls and ceil- 
ings. Accent lighting spot- 
lights an object in the room, 
such as a portrait or flower} 
arrangement. 

Many lighting fixtures 
serve more than one function. 
But it usually takes a com- 
bination of portable and per- 
manent fixtures to meet all 
lighting needs. 

Is too much light better 
than too little? , 

Not really, .for both pro- 
duce the same effect— glare. 
Glare Is hard on the eyes and 
may produce a number, of 
Ill-effects. 

Can there be glare even 
when lighting is insufficient? 

Yes, because glare is mis- 
placed light, whether there Is 
too much or too little of it. 
. Is, total room darkness de- 
sirable for TV viewing? 

No. For the sake of your 
eyes, it's best to have light 
from several sources. The 
amount of light In the room 
should at least equal that 
coming from the screen. For 
beat viewing, be sure that no 
lighted lamp reflects on the 
screen. 

Do tinted and white bulbs 
with Identical wattage give 
the same amount of light? 

No, Tinted or colored 
bulbs absorb some light. 
When using thenv instead olf 
white bulbs, buy the next 
highest wattage to get.i.the 



A : surface drainage system 
can greatly assist , in , the dry- 
ing rf fields, in the spring 
and enabling spring . work j to 
progress at an earlier date, 
according to Lee Smith, Coun- 
ty Horticultural Agent, i ;

: Al Erdman, Soil Conserva- 
tion technician, said that; tile 
systems are not -designed to 
remove, surface water. The 
ideal system, would include 
tile, to remove the Internal 
water and shallow surface 
ditches to take care of the 
surface , water that stays in 
ponds for a time during the 
spring. 

This type of water removal 
system can return .five to ten 
more bushels of grain per 
acre dtie to the earlier plant- 
ing that would bo possible. 

Smith said the main reason 
that shallow ditches have not 



heen used much in' Kenosha 
County is that most people 
do not understand that these' 
ditches are made so that 
farm machinery can drive 
through the; ditches. Another 
reason is that landowners be- 
jl|cjVe„'.tnat ^tileL.iwlH i: remove 
surface 'water. It does, but 
only : after the' water 1 spends 
considerable time percolating 
down to the tile. On the clay 
soils this might take some 
time. Smith said all fields 
cannot - - make ■ use -of -these 
ditches as each field is a 
problem of its own. 

There are fields, too, that 
would benefit from land 
smoothing which removes the 
high areas and fills the low 
spots so as to produce a con- 
tinuous slope. 

Smith said both of these 
practices are eligible for cost 
sharing under the ASC pro- 
gram. Anyone interested in 
these practices can learn 
more about them at the Coun- 
ty Agent's office in the Court- 
house in Kenosha. 



Learn to Recognize the 
Eatable Mushrooms 



URBANA— It's mushroom 
season again. And anyone 
who -uses common sense can 
gather mushrooms with saf- 
ety, says O. L. Hogsett.Uhi- 
versity of Illinois extension 
safety specialist. 

The main guide for' safe 
hunting is: Learn to identify 
the "big four" eatable kinds 
of mushrooms. 

The giant puffball is white, 
round and conspicuous. It 
cannot be mistaken for any 
other mushroom, as there is 
no stem running through it. 
If a puffball is white all the 
way through and no stem 
runs through the meat, it is

Which is more economi- 
cal, a lighting fixture with a 
few sockets or one with 
many? 

It depends on the design 
of the fixture. Usually, how- 
ever, it's more economical to 
have a few sockets and use 
higher wattage bulbs. With 
fewer bulbs, less light is lost 
In heat, so you get more 
light proportionately from a 
few bulbs than from many; 

Does dust on light bulbs 
and fixtures make a differ- 
ence? 

.Yes. Dust can reduce 
light as much as 50%. 

Do darkened areas in light 
bulbs make a difference? 

Yes. They reduce light 
quality. Therefore, it's wise 
to, remove darkened bulbs 
from lamps for visual tasks 
MHt)put them in fixtures used 
fw general room lighting. .

The morel mushroom, bet- 
ter known as the sponge 
mushroom, is. the most com- 
monly hunted. Once you see 
this spongelike mushroom, 
you can distinguish it from 
the common toadstool at a 
glance. 

The last of the "big four" 
is tho oyster mushroom, so 
called because of Its shape. 
It is also called log or wood 
oyster because it grows in 
wooded areas. Like the other 
varieties, it Is easy to identify! 

The stem is not attached 
to the center of the cap, but 
on one side. Its most distinc- 
tive features arc the gills that 
run down into the stem.

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Antioeh's Log Ca bin Days 
Were Begun 
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By Jay Nash 
} Local Jhistorian, Jacqueline 
Horton; has recently iiasscm* 
bled a report: of Anttoch's

j Mrs. Horton relates that the 
first land claim and the build' 
ling: of a log cabin was made 
'in the township on this month 
!ln 1837J 

'II: Speaking j before .the Anti-j 
loch Woman's Club recently,: 
Mrs.. Horton Illustrated a talk 
on Antioeh's history with ' au- 
thenticated paintings of AntJ- 
oeh in and about the j 1880's, 

Her documentation states 
that three men came up the 
old ' Mukwonago Indian Trail 
in; the winter of 1836* that 
{route since changed to Anti- 
oeh's Main Street and Routes 
:H3.2i.' [•};! -. : '-; : [i ' 

These three men, Darius H, 
Gage, his brother Thomas 
and Thomas Warner came 
from the economically^trick- 
cn eastern states to carve out 
fresh lives for, themselves and 
their families after tiie 1833 
Indian treaty opened the ter- 
ritory to settlement, '• 

The three settled in the im- 
mediate area,, the Gage broth- 
ers 'claiming' land a mile be- 
low the 'Wisconsin .state . line 
and Warner established a 
farm on the west side of Loon 
Lake. 

' Attempting to return to 
their families in the severe 
winter, the three almost per- 
ished in the heavy snows 
which covered the trail home. 
Fortunately, Mrs. Horton re- 
lates, the trio had the luck 
to find the cabin of Willnrci 
Jones, located at. what is now 
Bclvidere Road and Rte. 45. 
In fact, tills was the only 
house in the entire northwest 
part of Lake County at that 
time. 

Returning hi the spring of. 
1037, the three men built 
their first log cabin,- totally 
free of nails, a puncheon- 
slabbed door, one window 
with wooden shutter protec- 
tion and hinges on both made 
from strap leather. The 
structure averaged 12x20 feet 
and had a shake-shingle roof. 
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The Inside of the structure 
was equally <l« signed ;iii 'pion- 
eer ! fash tmiiwitlv mud floor 
and ' a flcldstone ! fireplace— r, 
this hearth supplying nboth 
means of cooking ami \ heat-

Remaining basically agri- 
cultural, the community 
shipped its first can °f milk 
from Thomas War tier's farm 
to, Chicago via tho recently 
built Wisconsin Central rail- 
road, later called the Soo 
Line. • 

The coming of the trains 
to Autloch revolutionized the- 
village and Us neighboring 
areas. The now huge cilics 
to the north and south of 
Autloch belched out a great 
influx of , vacationers, eager 
to escape the hot and confin- 
ing cities in the summer. 

Fine access to the hikes, 
abundant fishing and hunt- 
ing, booming resorts, soon es- 
tablished Autloch as a .resort 
area frequented annually by 
thousands of vacation-hound 
tourists and sport-seeking en- 
thusiasts. 

In conclusion, Mrs. Horton, 
In appraisal of her careful 
research, slated that this 
growth established Antioeh 
as "the Hub of the Lake Re- 
gion" and "today it has taken 
its place as one of Lake 
County's most important 
towns." 
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,"Our patrons i will derive 
niore enjoyment for l doing 
business here," ; j postmaster 
Roy Kufalk recently com- 
ipcntcd on the new. postof flee; 
; "Theirllihatl j will be j handled 
more I c f f leiontly ■ and this 
building with its up-to-date 
equipment will' enable our 
postal employees to work un- 
der the best of conditions." 

"The now facility," he add- 
ed, "will, be a link with a 
postal system that today has 
over 35,000 post offices. This 
system serves more than 13 
million persons and handles 
over two thirds of the world r s 
hiail. - Our 560,f)0O postal em- 
ployees are handling about 
65 billion pieces of (mall a 
year, including over a billion

- "National population in- 
creases will add nearly 3,000,-

ment of 603,000 new house- 
holds, Including many in thlsi 
community," Kufalk noted. 
"This will be reflected in in- 
creasing demands for more

It was pointed out that the 
mail business has gone con- 
siderably upwards. For ex- 
ample, he cited, 10 years ago 
revenue was - $39,O0O com- 
pared with $150,000 "today. 
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When the: local post; office 
was first established in 1846,' 
its j receipts ran only about . . 
$9,000 per year.

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Local historian Jacqueline 
Horton relates that the first 
Postmaster of Antloch was 
Dr. Lcroy D. Gage, a relative 
of the founding fathers of 
Antioeh, Thomas Q. and Da* 
rlus Gage. Gage was also a 
cousin of Addie Williams, the 
mother of Mrs. Frances Wil- 
liams. ' 

According to Mrs. Horton, 
the first mall was carried 
from Antloch to Waukegan by 
George James, who rode . 
horseback with one letter In 
his mail pouch. The new 
train station later built In 
Wadsworth was a distribu- 
tion center for mail where a 
carrier, from Antioeh would 
pick up and drop off mail via 
the horse and' buggy. Mail* 
was, for a period of time, 
picked up at Richmond Sta- 
tion. 

Among the carriers of An- 
tioeh's early mail delivery 
service were, surprisingly 
enough, several females— 
including Mrs. Morley, grand- 
mother of Mrs. Phyllis Mc- 
Millen and the Tiffany sisters. 

In the severe winters be- 
fore the turn of the century, 
Mrs. llorton relates, the de- 
partment did not have mod- 
ern vehicles and paved roads 
, to aid them in picking up and 
delivering the mall; 

She tells the story of one 
Mr. Smith, who In 1881, after 
waiting, for five days for the 
mall to come through, finally 
drove to Wadsworth through 
tho perennial "snow and hail 
and storm and sleet," to re- 
trieve the mails. His spirit- 
ed team allegedly broke down 
and he walked back to Antl- 
och ih order that the mail 
might be delivered. 

In 1000 rural free delivery 
was established and the mer- 
chants of the village feared 
that the farmers, who hud 
previously made special trips 
to town to obtain their mall 
and, of course, do their shop- 
ping, would not frequent An- 
tloch as much and thereby 
cut down on their business 
revenue. However, Mrs. Hor- 
ton assures us, the merchants 
and farmers both found the 
new system popular and trade 
had not been reduced at all. 

It was an arduous and long 
day's labor for mall carriers 



at the bcginnlngof Anttoclfs . 
postal service.. ■". Many routes ;.' ■ 
were stretched out to over Jf 5 * 
miles in distance and over 
100 families had to be served 
along the way. Tho roads 
were mud holes and bogs dur- 
ing the rainy and wintry sea- 
son which sometimes pre- 
vented the mailmen from get* 
ting home with their horse 
and buggy until long after tho 
sun had set 

- An interesting note Is that 
a letter sent from Antloch to 
" Boston early in the 1880's 
. cost 25 cents. Later on, in 
1883, the two-cent postage for 
letters went Into effect, • 
. Over the year, Mrs. Horton 
verifies, the Post Office has 
had many homes. 

The earliest recorded post 
office site, Mrs. Horton states, 
was located in, a 10x30 frame 
structure across from what 
is now Red Murrle's service 
station. The mail at that time 
was sorted and stamped at a 
small wooden desk which' con- 
tained' ahout 25-30 pigeon- 
holes. This same desk was 
later on owned by Jack B. 
Fields' grandmother. 

The Post Office was then 
moved to the C. O. Foltz's 
General Store which was sit- 
uated on the southwest cor- 
ner of Lake and Main Streets. 
The building finally burned 
down in the great fire of 1891. 

Located for a while where 
the present Home-Products 
store on the east side of Main 
Street, the mail center also 
occupied Larkins Drug Store. 

Simon's Hotel, where the 
small village park next to the 
Antioeh Fire Station present- 
ly stands, was also used as 
the Post Office Headquarters. 
The Post Office was then 
moved to the Williams Store 
where Dan Williams handled 
tho mail through 1807 to 
1009. He was assisted by 
Enima Simons, Elsie Schroe- 
dor and Lottie Jones, who 
. later became Postmaster of 
Antloch. , 

From Williams! the Post 
Office moved rapidly through 
what is now Ray Baethke's 
grocery store to the site of the 
present Savings & Loan com- 
pany, to its most previous 
<. headquarters on Lake Street 
before moving into the new 
buildins. *

Infancy la such a fascinat- 
ing, stage of Ufe. U Is th^t 
brief period of adjustment 
when, the newborn, baby 
adapts itself to independent 
living in a .strange and con- 
fusing environment outside 
mother's body. 

In its earliest phase it 
seems to bo a continuation of 

the prenatal state. At birth, 
iaby seems to be hardly 
awake. And baby will con- 
tinue to seem half awake and 
half asleep for a time, except 
for brief moments of wake- 
fulness when he's hungry or 
Is being bathed and diapered. 
He dozes but he doesn't sleep 
deeply./ 

Though the newborn baby 
appears, to be complete in 
every detail—he has all his 
little toes and fingers— 
there's much that nature has 
yet to do. ■ 

For example, while baby's 
brain la completely formed, 
the nerve fibers* that connect 
the brain to the eyes and to 
the muscles are not.

Varicose veins develop 
when vein walls or valves be- 
come I weakened. ; [Some peo- 
ple may be born with weak 
valves or weak vein walls. 
But diseases, injury, over- 
weight, tight clothing, preg- 
nancy and other stresses can 
also damage or put greater 
pressure on the veins. 

When walls of the veins 
arc . weak, in time they may. 
give way under the pressure 
of blood and sag outward at 
the site of the valves. As a 
result, the valves cannot close 
tightly to regulate the flow 
of blood. This, in turn, fur- 
ther Increases the pressure of 
blood against the vein walls, 
which may balloon out and 
become "varicosed." 

Standing or sitting for long 
periods is hard on people 
with varicose 'veins because 
blood accumulates in the 
lower legs and puts greater 
pressure on the veins. This 
is one reason why doctors 
recommend that such persons 
put their feet up— at the of-< 
flee if they can get away with 
it, at home watching televi- 
sion or doing sit-down chores.
